Huge Map of London 

What is really a Doomsday Book of 
Ycu.don is now in course of prepara: 
tion, The huge task of compiling 
such a record of a city of the imme. 
sity of the Metropolis, which has an 
area of 115 square miles, was com- 
menced by the London County Council 
fifteen years ago, and, though the un- 
dertaking is approaching completion, 
it is doubtful whether it will evo: be 
adequately finished, because there are 
bits of land which nobody owns, and 
which therefore cannot be properly 
mapped. The work will in time be 
a full record of every house and owner 
thereof with the administrative coun- 
ty. 

The record is taking the form of a 
gigantic map, made in sections. The 
scale is 5 feet per mile. The new 
map Will show at a glance the owners 
of every bit of London, so far, of 
course, as owners are ready to ac- 
knowledge their ownership. London 
is divided up into over 28,000 different 
estates, and 14,000 people own their 
own houses and have to be placed on 
the map. Changes take place fre- 
quently, and so the map will be kept 
up-to-date week by week, \

The year 1913 was one of general financial and commercial depression 
throughout the world, which conditions became more accentuated during the 
closing months of that period, Your Directors, therefore, deemed it advisable 
to enforce a policy of conservatism without interfering with the requirements 
of legitimate borrowers, 

The funds of the Bank were fully: and profitably employed throughout the 
twelve months under review, resulting in a turther increase in the net earnings, 
the disposition of which is dealt with in detail in the accompanying Report. A 
bonus of 2 per cent was again distributed, in addition to the regular dividend of 
f2 per cent, 

Following the announcement mnde in the last Annual Report, an issue 
of $1,000,000 of new Capital Stock was made to Shareholders of record of the 
16th of February, 1913. ‘he whole of this issue was taken up, and althcugh 
the final payments thereon are not due until June, 1914,—$811,844 of the 
amount had been paid up on the 81st of December last.

A Fresh Egg Dish. 


By-Laws, ¢ 


For eggs ns a French clef prepares 
them fry balf a small onion sliced in 
butter until it is golden brown, ‘Then 
turn iu a cupful of tomatoes, seasoned 
with butter, salt and pepper, and cook 
for ten minutes. Turn the mixture 
-into a wide bottom saucepan and drop 
into it eggs that have not had the 
yolks broken, Cook them slowly, lift- 
ing them from the bottom of the dish 
with a fork, not stirring them as ip 
ecrambling. 


Maach Meringue. 

Peel a half dozen ripe peaches, stew 
and press through a colander. Line a 
deep ple dish with ple paste, sweeten 

_ the peaches, pour the dish even full 
and bake in a hot oven a scant half 
hour. Beat the whites of three eggs 
to a froth, add three tenspoonfuls of 
sugar and a half teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Heap the beaten white over the ple 
after the latter has cvoled slightly, re 
place in the oven and brown. 


Green Corn Pudding. 

Take one quart of corn, either can- 
ned or green, though fresh cut from 
the cob is preferred; beat four eggs, 
the whites and yolks separately. To 
the beaten yolks add a tablespoonful 
of sugar, two of butter and one quart 
of milk. Season to taste with salt and 
white pepper, stir in the corn and, last- 
ly, the stiffly beaten whites, Pour the 
mixture in a buttered pudding dish, 
bake an hour in a moderate oven and 
serve with roast meat or fowl. 


Beqpiant With Onions, 

Run a 74d sized onion through the 
food cheer and fry it a delicate 
brown in ue tablespoonful of butter, 
Then add the mashed eggplant pulp, 
stir the two thoroughly so that the in- 
gredients are well mixed, season with 
cayenne pepper, black pepper and salt 
to suit the taste.

In the Austrian Capital. 

Statistics of the cases of suicide 
which occurred in the course of last 
year in Vienna show that 1,558 per- 
sons killed themselves there, as come 
pared with 1,406 during the previous 
year. The increase was mainly among 
femules, 627 of whom took their lives 
as compared with 510 during the pre- 
vious year, while the corresponding 
{Increase among the males was only 
thirty-five. The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, the oldest of the victims being 
eighty-cight years of age and the 
youngest only nine years. 

It is a curious fact that the bright 
summer months are apparently, more 
conducive to suicide thun the gloomy 
winter days. ‘Thus June, July and 
August head the list, while the low- 
est number of suicides occurred tg 
February and December.
